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People  crowded  together  and  jostled  for  sitting  room, 
while  plum-colored  clouds  did  the  same  far  overhead.  The 
soft  purrs  of  a  few  groups  crescendoed  and  added  their 
raucous  cries  to  the  aggregate.  The  sweet  redolence  of 
early  autumn  teased  about  by  a  vapid  breeze  was  blended 
with  the  piquant  aroma  of  hot  dogs,  popcorn,  and  the  pun- 
gent odor  of  perspiration.  The  martial  strains  of  the  Johnny 
fight  song  saturated  the  carnival  atmosphere  and  the  ac- 
companying refrain  announced  the  1965  football  season. 

The  impatient  crowd  became  almost  as  Hvid  as  the 
wrathful  thunderheads  when  the  River  Falls  State  team 
sauntered  onto  the  field.  The  game  was  as  voltaic  as  the 
air,  marked  by  the  wavelike  movements  of  proud  parents 
who  bobbed  up  and  down  either  nodding  agreement  or 
disputing  a  call  and  sometimes  standing  for  no  apparent 
reason  at  all.  But  everyone  stood  for  Pat  Whalin's  runback 
and  even  the  clouds  seemed  impressed,  grumbling  their 
applause  as  St.  John's  triumphed  16-0. 

The  overcast  sky  returned  as  a  debit  spectator  the  next 
week  and  although  the  leaky  fixtures  were  unwelcome, 
they  were  overlooked  as  the  Johnnies  sloshed  to  a  7-0 
victory  over  Bemidji  State. 

At  Macalaster's  modern  stadium  the  following  week, 
resolute  glances  were  exchanged  and  contention  for  vocal 
superiority  in  the  stands  began  long  before  the  start  of  the 
game.  The  furor  carried  over  to  the  contest.  Seven  back- 
slaps  and  it  was  all  over.  St  John's  48-Macalaster  0. 

Another  week  of  rehearsal  and  then  the  saffron  brick 
of  O'Shaughnessey  Field  where  resolute  glances  molted 
and  became  merciless  glares.  The  defense  took  the  cue 
from  "Make  Burke  hurt"  and  the  Tommies'  celebrated 
passing  attack  was  deflated  10-0. 


Enthusiasm  mounted  and  became  even  more  intensified 
under  the  Homecoming  magnifying  glass.  The  natural  bowl 
overflowed  with  a  partisan  crowd  in  anticipation  of  Johnny 
vengeance  for  an  8-6  defeat  sustained  the  year  before. 
Three  touchdown  passes  and  it  was  a  funeral  dirge.  St. 
John's  34-Hamline  6. 

The  next  Saturday  came  all  too  soon.  After  a  week  of 
compression,  U.M.D.'s  stadium  was  a  giant  pressure 
cooker.  Looking  the  wrong  way  on  an  8-6  score  after 
three  quarters,  quarterback  Tom  Gillham  blew  off  the 
cover  passing  67  yards  to  Dave  Griffin  to  set  up  a  field  goal 
which  ultimately  provided  the  momentum  for  the  final 
touchdown  and  a  17-8  score. 

There  was  no  letup  now.  Another  capacity  crowd 
watched  while  Shiely  galloped  for  118  yards  and  "Monk" 
had  a  heyday.  Gustavus  went  down  34—0. 

The  No.  1  ranking  was  still  fire-new  before  cars  snaked 
up  Hennepin  and  coiled  around  spacious  Parade  Stadium. 
The  noisemakers,  megaphones,  and  gravel  in  the  hubcaps 
pervaded  the  night  air  and  gave  it  a  holiday  guise,  but 
Augsburg  had  little  to  celebrate  until  the  fourth  quarter 
and  by  that  time  the  Johnnies  had  four  TD's.  The  final: 
St.  John's  28-Augsburg  7. 

And  at  long  last  this  was  it  —  the  delayed  encounter 
with  Concordia.  The  largest  crowd  ever  to  witness  a  St. 
John's  football  game  crammed  its  way  into  the  natural 
bowl,  cloaking  the  sides  of  the  hills  and  overspreading 
onto  the  field.  The  throng's  presence  stimulated  Cremer's 
and  Mike  Collins'  plays  as  they  led  the  strait  jacketing 
of  the  vaunted  Concordia  offense  and  held  the  Cobbers 
to  a  net  total  of  110  yards.  The  score:  St.  John's  10- 
Concordia  0. 
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The  leaves  had  fallen  by  now  and  icicles  had  already 
begun  eavesdropping  at  the  window;  but,  the  Johnny 
football  team  ignored  all  this  while  practicing  on  bonehard 
ground  in  freezing  temperatures  in  preparation  for  the 
game  to  be  played  at  the  Met.  The  handbill  read:  Fair- 
mount  State:  8-0.  Good  all  around  team.  Ray  Jackson, 
Fullback,  rushed  for  over  500  yards.  George  Clayton, 
Quarterback,  can  pass  accurately  for  60  yards  off  balance; 
Los  Angeles  Rams  top  draft  choice. 

November  27  was  intensely  cold  with  a  raging  wind 
that  scorned  heavy  parkas  and  mukluks.  Gag  kept  warm 
by  running  up  and  down  the  sidelines  while  the  crowd 
kept  running  to  and  from  the  heated  rest  rooms.  The 
history  of  the  game  was  Stan  Suchta's  three  hard  smashes 
up  the  middle  and  a  Terry  Hartman  pass.  The  capsule: 
St.  John's  28-Fairmont  0. 

Back  to  the  frozen  turf  and  more  cold  hands  for  an- 
other two  weeks  of  practice  and  then  on  to  the  balmy  50's 
and  60's  of  Augusta,  Ga.  St.  John's  of  Minnesota  versus 
Linfield  of  Oregon.  They  were  reputed  to  be  the  "best 
west  of  the  Rockies"  and  what  team  they  couldn't  run 
over  they  took  a  transit  around. 

"Any  secret  weapon,  Gag?"  "No.  Just  the  same  kind 
of  football  we've  played  all  season."  The  finale:  St.  John's 
33-Linfield  0. 

Any  additions  would  be  redundant.

Two  exit  lights  working  out  of  five,  throwing  their  pale 
half-light  on  the  uneven  outlines  of  an  ebony  floor,  sooty 
bleachers  and  inky  walls.  Just  some  few  hours  before  all 
had  been  bathed  in  an  inexorable  white  light,  revealing 
mottled  splashes  of  color,  girdling  an  oblong  basketball 
arena  where  the  final  game  of  the  season  had  been 
enacted.  At  the  center  stage  Joe  Mucha  flanked  by  Bob 
Thibedeau  and  Tom  Melancon  and  in  the  proscenium 
Paul  Bernabei  and  Greg  Motl  made  their  terminal  salaams 
conjointly  with  ten  others. 

The  crowd  torpidly  acknowledged  the  farewell  salute 
and  then  scrambled  for  the  doorways,  an  avalanche  of 
bundled  bodies  plunging  down  steps  into  the  cold  night 
air  where  voices  became  inarticulate,  lost  in  the  void.  A 
fan  whirs  noisily  into  motion  an  two  exit  lights  illumine 
nearly  forgotten  performances.  Who  could  gloss  over  the 
Morris  game  where  field  goals  became  optical  illusions 
and  wrathful  coaches  beat  out  a  ragtime  tune  on  the 
scorers'  table;  and  Duluth,  memorable  for  two  overtimes 


and  heart  failure;  Augsburg,  where  Joe  Mucha,  singled 
out  for  All-America  recognition,  turned  in  his  best  game; 
St.  Thomas,  a  bespectacled  Gog  and  Magog  duel  punc- 
tuated with  the  hoarse  cries  of  2000  rabid  seconds.  And 
the  Chicago  road  trip  as  unforgettable  as  Loyola  center 
Wee  Willie  Smith's  proboscis,  ostensibly  used  for  balanc- 
ing on  the  rim  prior  to  a  stuff.  And  finally  Gustavus, 
purple  and  fine  linen,  and  the  heady  atmosphere  of  the 
first  division. 

It  had  been  a  good  year  —  one  of  the  best  seasons  iij 
St.  John's  basketball  history  in  fact,  manifested  in  a  tooth- 
some 10-6  record  in  the  conference  and  an  11-13  tangy 
aftertaste.  Bud  Foster,  Bob  Ryan,  and  Jim  Flick  added 
spice  in  supporting  roles  to  the  Jim  Smith  production 
with  first-rate  interpretations  of  soft  hooks  and  long  out- 
side jumpers  appended  by  freshmen  foodstuffs  under 
glass  (backboards),  Jim  Holmes  and  Joe  Weber.  Let  it 
all  tarry  awhile  on  the  tip  of  the  tongue  and  slowly  savor 
its  delectability.  Lights  go  on  again  December,  1966. 
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Smittys  version  of 
hardwood  holocaust 
—  a  banner  year  for 
cracked  chalk  talks, 
silent  movies,  and 
prosaic  practices  — 
and  a  dizzying  third 
place  finish  earned 
Smitty  a  new  pair  of 
executive-length  red 
socks  and  a  few  gray 
hairs.

When  Gaston  Rheaume,  Canada's  answer  to  Paul  Bunyan,  set  foot 
on  St.  John's  campus  last  fall  and  stated  in  a  thick  heavily  accented 
drawl  that  he  wished  not  only  to  apply  for  entrance  to  St.  John's  as  a 
twenty-five  year  old  freshman,  but  to  seek  employment  as  hockey  coach 
as  well,  the  committee  members  on  admissions  could  only  exchange 
glances  of  disbelief  over  the  mass  of  dossiers  heaped  before  them.  "Ap- 
point him  freshman  and  accept  him  as  hockey  coach,"  they  sputtered 
after  consultation. 

Nothing  could  have  been  more  convenient  for  Gaston  who  proceeded 
to  whittle  twenty-four  hockey  sticks  in  his  spare  time,  modelled  after 
his  own,  the  same  that  according  to  the  legend  had  rough-hewed  out 
the  five  Great  Lakes  in  his  voluntary  migration  from  Quebec  to  St.  Paul 
some  years  before. 

Gaston  was  kept  busy  whittling  during  the  regular  season,  however, 
because  of  the  strong  competition  encountered  along  the  way  "capable 
of  busting  sticks  and  bones,"  but  naughty  names  kept  at  a  minimum, 
incapable  of  slapping  the  puck  past  goalie  Gaston  and  his  "gang"  for 
victories  nine  out  of  seventeen  times. 

Ending  the  season  in  fortissimo,  beating  a  highly-regarded,  cheese- 
fed  University  of  Wisconsin  team  4-3;  finishing  the  year  above  .500; 
and  placing  more  men  than  any  other  team  on  the  MIAC  honor  roll, 
Jim  Trachsel,  Tom  Hayes,  Mike  Musty  and  Gerry  Grochowski  specifi- 
cally —  all  of  this  is  accepted  by  Gaston  with  characteristic  Canadian 
composure.  But  losing  stalwarts  Wally  Blaylock,  Tom  Younghans,  Terry 
Hartman  and  Mike  Pomroy  has  made  him  wince.  So  leaving  nothing  to 
fortune  for  the  next  year,  he  has  already  sent  in  a  mail  order  for  a  new 
all-purpose  knife  capable  of  fashioning  sticks  and  pucks  and  cleaning 
teeth.  And  now  to  find  an  elephantine  Saratoga  trunk  for  shipment  of  a 
burly,  cardinal  and  blue  ox  from  Northwestern  Canada  as  a  probable 
mascot.  For  luck  naturally.
